ANOTHER SENSATION SPOILED. 

There is no truth in the statement of 
a Philadelphia paper, which tne south- 
ern press is copying, that when Rich- 
ard Henry Lee began to read the de- 
claration of independence on the fourth 
of July, Dom Pedro took from his 
pocket a well worn pamphlet, which 
proved to be a facsimile of the manu- 
script of the declaration, and remarked 
to the gentleman near him: ‘I have 
had this for thirty years.’ He followed 
the text, sentence by sentence, as Col. 
Lee read; and there was no heartier re- 
sponse to any patriotic sentiment dur- 
ing theday than that given by the 
Brazilian monarch.” 

The real facts of the case,as stated 
to us bya journalist of Atlanta, who 
was seated on the platform near Dom 

Pedro, are very simple, and show in 
what way the above statement had its 
origin. The Brazilian emperor did 
have a pamphlet in his hands, but it 
was a copy of the “Greeting from Bra- 
zil,“ a hymn for the first centennial of 
American independence, composed by 
A. Carlos Gomes, of Brazil, at the re- 
quést ot “his majesty, Dom Pedro IL, 
emperor of Brazil.” This hymn was to 
follow immediately after the reading of 
the declaration of independenee, and 
while Col. Lee was slowly and wearily 
wading through the “littering 
generalities” of that rather 
tedious but important document, Dom 
Pedro employed his time in looking 

ver the copy of the hymn which he 
held in his hands. And when the 
rhescra, at the close of the reading, 
ick up the prelude, the emperor 

. ose and advanced to the front of the 
P atform, that he might the better catch 
the full measure of the music, which 
came rather indistinctly from over the 
heads of about ten thousand people, 
who were swaying and sweltering under 

a solstistical sky, in the space between 
the speakers stand and that occupied 
by the ochestra. 

It may not be amiss to state, how- 
ever, in this connection, that Dom Pe- 
dro gave quite as much attention to 
the full reading of the declaration of 
independence as did any gentleman on 
t he platiorm,and during the cheering 
and applause he bore his part in an 
earnest but modest manner. Whatever 
may be said of him in regard to the 
position he assumed during the per- 
formance of the “Greeting from Brazil,“ 

the universal testimony of those who 
were near the empercr on the platform, 
is that he bore himself during the day 
with marked condescension, and con- 
ducted himself in a manner that won 
the heartiest applause from all quar- 
ters.

THE FAIL ELECTIONS. 


A series of state elections begins next 
month, that will be keenly watched as 
an index of the grander result in No- 
vember. These preliminary elections 
are more numerous than is generally 
known. We mention them in the or- 
der in which they occur. 

Alabama, through a change in » her 
constitution, elects a governor, other 
state officers and a legislature on the 
first Monday im August. The senatorial 
districts of even number elect senators 
for two years; the other districts for 
four years. There are no county officers 
to elect this year, and the congressional 
elections will take place next Novem- 
ber. The radicals have tried to heal the 
breach between the Spencerites and 
anti-Spencerites by withdrawing the 
two state tickets they had in the field, 
and substituting a ticket composed of 
democrats, or rather of men who have 
heretofore been democrats. The object 
is to catch some democratie votes, but 
the scheme will signally fail. As Ala. 
bama is claimed by the republicans, 
the effect of a rousing democratic vic- 
tory in that state in August will be felt 
from one end of the country to the oth- 
er. It will inspire the democracy, and 
our friends in Alabama should exert 
themselves to the utmost. 

On the same day in August Kentucky | 
elects members of the legislature and | 
circuit judges. This reliable demo- 
cratic state will roll hp a grand major- 
ity; and thus the democracy will have 
the ad vantage of two vietories from the 
very outset of the campaign. 

On the fourth of September Arkansas

The June number opens with a paper 
by Gen. Thomas Jordan, in which the 
seacoast defences of South Caro 
lina and Georgia are discussed, 
the object of the ertiele be- 
ing to show that Gen. Beauregard. and 
not Gen. Lee, should have the :redit 
for these works. The Charleston 
News and Courier thinks, however, that 
to Col. Harris alone is due the credit. 
of the matchless defence of Charleston, 
for he planned, executed and had en- 
tire charge of it. 

The second paper relates to the 
strength of Gen. Lee’s army during the 
“seven days’ battles.” His effective 
strength was less than 80,000 men; 
McClellan had 105,000, Gen. Maury 
in the next paper pitches into Van 
Horne’s history of the army of the 
Cumberland, and Capt. Park’s diary is 
continued. The narrow escape of Rich- 
mond from capture is set forth ina 
history of the attack on Fort Gilmer in 
September, 1864. A number of offi- 
cial letters are given to show that Gen. 
Lee tried as early as, 1861 to provide 
against the disorganization of the vol- 
unteer forces of the confederacy; and 
Col. Jones’ confederate roster is con- 
tinued, coming down to Gen. Buck- 
ner’s name, among the brigadier gen- 
erals. 

Dr. Dabney contributes an interest- 
ing paper touching the origin of the 
war.
